Negroes generally take the role 
of Southern white racists in these 
socio-dramas, because it was found 
that only they are able to mouth 
the worst of what could be expect- 
ed from the real thing — white 
Freedom Riders just can’t bring 
themselves to assault their Negro 
compatriots. “‘Assault” is used ad- 
visedly, for — while most of the

The Jewish Observer and Middle 
East Review reports that Dr. Fritz 
Katz, former chief surgeon of the 
Jewish Hospital in Alexandria ar. 
rived in Switzerland after a year 
of interrogation and trial on 
charges of being a member of an 
Israeli spy ring. Despite Dr. Katz’s 
constant denial of any espionage 
activities on behalf of Israel, the 
Supreme State Security Tribunal 
sentenced him to ten years’ im- 
prisonment on October 25 of last 
year, 

Dr. Katz continued to protest his 
innocence of any alleged associa- 
tion with a spy ring. Since Katz 
was a West German national the 
Federal German Government took 
an interest in the case. As a result 
of its intervention and the recent 
talks in Bonn about German eco- 
nomic aid for the U. A. R., Dr. 
Katz was released from his Cairo 
prison.

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Greek Church Official Orders Children 


Be Taught to Avoid anti-Jewish Slurs 


CARDISTA, GREECE (P-O) — 
“Teach the little children’ was an 
attitude which epitomized the great 
days of early Greece, 

It’s been hearteningly rekindled 
jn modern Greece with an Ortho- 
dox church leader’s urging that 
Greek children be taught to avoid 
anti-Semitic slurs. 

Metropolitan Kyrillos, a member 
of the church’s Holy Synod and 
principal ecclesiastical authority 
for much of northern Greece, notes 
that ‘on Maundy Thursday our 


children go from door to door sing- 
ing hymns containing phrases of- 
fensive to the Jewish nation — 
for instance, ‘“‘the lawless Jews,”’ 
“beyond the law,” ‘‘the thrice 
cursed dogs.” 

These slurs are condemned by 
the Metropolitan in an official pro- 
tocol sent to his area’s schools, 
churches, church officials, associ- 
ations of teachers and parents.

Hassidic Community Wins Fight 
To Become Autonomous Village 


NEW SQUARE, N.Y. (P:0) — 
This little community of Hassidim 
has won a court battle for official 
recognition as an autonomous vil- 
lage. 


The incorporation efforts had 
been opposed by the surrounding 
township of Ramapo. Many of the 
neighbors are themselves Jews 
who nevertheless opposed growth 
of the Hassidic community in their 
midst. Charges of Hassidim breed- 
ing ‘ghettos’? and reflecting ad- 
versely on their ‘‘more respect- 
able’ neighbors brought counter- 
charges of “Jewish anti-Semitism.”’ 
(See POST and OPINION, March 
3, 1961.) 


The New Square Hassidim (the 
name supposedly comes from a 
typist’s transliteration of ‘‘New 
Skvir,’”’ which would have named 
the town after the Polish birth- 
place of an Hassidic leader) are 
followers of Rabbi Jacob Joseph 
Twersky from the Williamsburg 
area of Brooklyn. Over 500 of them 
have already moved to the new 
community to escape the “‘corrupt- 
ing’’ influences of city life.

The 
children are usually behind their 
contemporaries in schooling and 
are given little opportunity to 
catch up, she reports. 
Drunkeness and “minor” crim- 
inality such as assault, wife and 
child beating and disorderly con- 
duct are frequent among the poor 
white Baltimoreans, Mrs. Kolodner 
learned. Interestingly, she found 
little anti- -Negro feeling among 
'them, although a widespread re- 
luctance to seek public assistance 
in the belief it is intended solely |i

for Negroes. 

Ironically, the poor white’s re- 
ligion appears to contribute to 
their plight, if anything. Mrs. Ko- 
lodner writes: ‘‘There’s an emo- 
tional, fundamentalist king of re- 
ligion which emphasizes _ eternal 
salvation rather than present re- 
wards and present life. The farth- 
er down the social ladder one goes, 
the stronger becomes their belief 
in poverty as an evidence of vir- 
tue.” 

Council to Follow Up 

Mrs. Kolodner’s study was print- 
ed by the Council’s Baltimore 
chapter because of overwhelming 
requests for copies of the original 
written copy. Although no concrete 
course of action has yet been de- 
cided on, the Council has received 
a formal invitation from the Balti- 
more superintendent of schools to 
participate in setting up some kind 
of aid for the poor whites this fall.

The High Holy Day season in 
the year of America’s observance 
of the centennial of the Civil War 
js a fitting time to recall once 
more the affinity between the 
American Jews and that great, 
tragic figure of our history, Abra- 
ham Lincoln. For affinity there 
was. Indeed, Emanuel Hertz, an 
Austrian-born Jew who had_ be- 
come one of the greatest of Lin- 
coln biographers, had drawn a 
close parallel between Lincoln and 
two men outstanding in Jewish 
history. Hertz saw Lincoln’s phi- 
josophy as resembling the beliefs 
of Hillel: he deemed Lincoln’s 
life as the rebirth of a modern 
Moses. 

It is no wonder then that some 
Jewish historians have noted that, 
when the word had spread on that 
fateful day in April 1865 that Lin- 
coln had been assassinated, joyous 
Passover services had _ suddenly 
taken on the aspect of Yom Kip- 
pur solemnity. Lincoln, murdered 
in the middle of Passover of that 
year, was mourned with great 
pain and deep travail in every 
synagogue and temple in the 
United States — in the South as 
well as in the rest of the country. 


When the martyred President’s 
remains were being carried on 
that sad ride, memorialized by 
Walt Whitman, from Washington 
to burial at Springfield, a com- 
mittee of Springfield citizens ac- 
companied the fallen leader. A 
member of that committee 
was a Jew, an old friend of Lin- 
coln’s one who had called frequent- 
ly at the White House as a friend 
of Lincoln’s one who had called 
frequently at the White House as 
a friend of the Chief Executive 
between 1861 and 1865 — Julius 
Hammersborough. 

Lincoln had many other Jewish 
friends. Among them was Abra- 


and president of Kehilath Anshe 
Ma’ariv, the oldest Jewish syna- 
gogue in Illinois; is: Lewis N. Dem- 
bitz of Kentucky and Morris Pin- 
ner of Missouri, delegates to the 
convention which nominated Lin- 
coln as the Republican candidate 
for the Presidency in 1850; Abra- 
ham Jonas of Quincy, one of Lin- 
coln’s closest political allies in I- 
linois; the somewhat enigmatic 
podiatrist from New York, Isacahar 
Zacharia, whom historians consi- 
der one of Lincoln’s personal liai- 
son men with the Confederacy 
(and probably a spy for the North) 
and many others. 

But Lincoln’s place among the 
Jews rested on a foundation much 
firmer than mere personal friend- 
ship with some individual Jews. 
His was far from a case of a 
politician who could boast ‘‘some 
of my best friends are Jews.” 
Lincoln, when it came to some 
extremely vital issues, acted on 
behalf of the Jews of America, as 
in the case of the shameful com- 
mand by a man who was in 
every other respect one of our 
greatest heroes of the Civil War 


— General Ulysses S. Grant. In 
an order aimed at stopping trad- 
ers from dealing with the South 
in violation of the blockade, Gen- 
eral Grant issued an order de- 
claring: “The Jews as a class, 
violating every regulation of trade 
established by the Treasury and 
also (Army) department orders, 
are hereby expelled from the de- 
partment within 24 hours of the 
receipt of this order.” 

The reaction, once the phrasing 
of the order became known, was 
swift and explosive. The very ac- 
tive Jewish press protested vigor- 
ously: Delegations were formed 
to contact the President in person. 
Cesar Kaskel, from Paducah, Ken- 
tucky, received an appointment 
with Lincoln. He protested against

Congress had 
passed an act providing for the 
appointment of army chaplains. 
But the law provided specifically 
that chaplains must be members 
of some Christian denomination. 
When the ‘‘Cameron Dragoons,” 
a New York regiment composed 
largely of Jews, elected a Jew as 
chaplain, Secretary of War Simon 
Cameron — the very man after 
whom the regiment was named 
— declined to issue a commission 
to the Jew selected-a Rev. Ar- 
thur Fischel. 

There were wide protests by 
Jews — supported by the non- 
Jewish press and the general pub- 
lic. This time, too, the matter was 
taken directly to the President, 
who wrote to Rabbi Fischel: “I 
shall try to have a new law, broad 








enough to cover what is desired 
by you in behalf of the Israelites.” 

It took a little time. Congress 
then, as now, was slow moving, 
Finally, however, within three 
months after Lincoln’s promise, 
Congress made good, amending 
the earlier chaplaincy act and 
authorizing the employment of 
brigade chaplains ‘‘one or more 
of whom shall be of Catholic 
Protestant or Jewish religion.” 

These were but two instanees 
of Lincoln’s concern for the wel- 
fare, rights and civic status of all 
Americans, Jews included. It is 
no wonder then that his tragic 
death was marked by the Jews 
with profound grief. 

On April 15,1865, Sabbath eulo- 
gies were made in every syna- 
gogue and temple in the country.

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What They Write To Israel On Eichmann Trial 


By Shalom Rosenfeld 
(Israel Feature Service) 

A postcard with one solitary 
word on it: ‘“‘Thank you’’, without 
a date, without an address, with- 
out a signature. A small, buff en- 
velope, of the type used for of- 
ficial correspondence, and in it — 
a yellow badge with the Shield 
of David and the capital J print- 
ed on it, without an accompanying 
note and without any identification 
as to the sender. Another postcard, 
signed this time, with a blessing 
from the depth of a Jewish heart: 
“The Lord bless thee and keep 
thee....”’ 

There are hundreds of them 
postcards, letters, cables—from all 
parts of the country, from all parts 
of the world, in all languages. 
Everything that had amassed and 
had been loosened and unburdened 
at the hearing of that great prose- 
cution speech, burst forth in a 
mighty and unending stream. 


A month has passed since the 
trial commenced — the trial that 
had given rise to a great measure 
of anxiety—not over what the out- 
side world might think, although 
many were apprehensive also of 
this 

It was feared that wounds that 
had somewhat healed over the 
years might be re-opened, that 
memories that had grown dim 
would be revived with all their 
horrors; it was feared that all that 
gruesome picture of a people led 
to slaughter would have deleterious 
effect on the youth here. 

Too Early Yet, For Conclusions 

It is too early to draw conclu- 
Sions; one lacks the necessary per- 
spective and the necessary media 
for an evaluation of facts. Yet 
some shadow of the general re- 
action is reflected in the collection 
of congratulatory messages and 
letters of thanks that is piling up 
daily on the table of Attorney- 
General Gideon Hausner, especially 
in the host of letters that came 
after he had delivered his great 
prosecution speech. 

I was allowed to glance through 
some of these. I did not look for

In most of the synagogues it 
was the first time the solemn pray- 
er for the dead had been said for 
one who was not a professing Jew. 
Throughout the country, during the 
following week, special services 
were held in all synagogues. The 
American Jews were mourning not 
only a great President — they 
were mourning a great liberator, 
another Moses. 

One of the great monuments to 
Abraham Lincoln is the heroic 
bronze of the Emancipator in 
Cleveland. Fittingly, a Jewish ar- 
tist — the great sculptor Max Ka- 
lish — designed that statue. 

Jews, perhaps the world over, 


the letters from notables, from 
men of renown — they are innu- 
merable — nor for the reaction 
from Jews in all parts of the 
Diaspora; I was anxious to pick 
out the letters from the survivors, 
those who are living with us at 
present, within whose hearing the 
evidence at the trial is being given 
daily; I looked for the reaction 
of the locally born youth, and of 
those of our brethren hailing from 
African countries who had hardly 
heard of the holocaust in their 
countries of origin. The picture is 
only partial but compelling. 

I have mentioned the ‘‘yellow 
badge’ sent in an envelope with- 
out any accompanying note. An- 
other such badge was received by 
Mr. Hausner, and the letter that 
came with it was truly heart- 
‘ending: 


Kept Badge As Memento 

“T have kept this badge for many 
years, as a memento for my child- 
ren. But now I feel an urge to 
put it at the disposal of the Court. 
If this badge could talk, it would 
doubtlessly tell of the horrors, of 
the suffering, of the famine and 
the slaughter, of the tears, the 
blood, the yearning and the in- 
ternal revolt.... 

‘**....Please do this for me....lift 
it on high in order that everyone 
may see it and tell everyone how 
it was carried on the bosom by 
a fourteen year-old girl who was 
possessed of a warm Jewish heart 
who wore it proudly....’’ 

This was written by one who 
had come from there. She had 
been wounded in body, but her 
spirit had remained unbroken. 

That great prosecution speech 
had opened the stoppers of the 
heart, and feelings that had been 
pent up for years gushed out. At 
|\last the heart had been able to 
| unburden itself. It is no mere 
\coincidence that the greater ma- 
|jority of the congratulatory mes- 
| Sages and the letters of thanks 
ireceived by the Attorney General 
|eame from survivors. 
| One of the writers was a boy 
‘of eleven at the time when Eich- 
|mann reigned supreme in Hungary. 
|He had been among those sent on 
the ‘‘Death March” to Austria, 
who was saved by Raoul Wallen- 
berg, the Swedish humanitarian. 
\In simple, but rousing words, he 
|introduces himself to the Prose- 
‘cutor and thanks him. Another is 
|now a soldier in the -Israel De- 
fence Army and he writes: 

In The Name Of His Family 

“In the name of my parents, 
two brothers and two sisters who 
|were massacred.” Still another

|and my only son, aged 5, who

From distant Melbourne a Jew- 
ish survivor sends her message of 
appreciation. 

The following are extracts from 
the letter of an Oriental Jew whom 
fate had saved from these Nazi 
atrocities. 


“T thank you for the many tears 
that we shed daily at the evidence 
that we hear. The women weep 
without restraint, but the men too 
cannot overcome the pain within 
their heart, and so shed tears in 
the presence of their wives. 

“T thank you for the feelings of 
Jewish brotherliness that have 
been awakened within us. The 
trials to which our European 
brethren have been subjected by 
far exceed that of our father Abra- 
ham, for he had bound only one 
son on the altar and they had 
brought all their family as sacri- 
fices. 

“We know that it was not for 
our own merits that we members 
of the Oriental communities were 
spared this terrible fate. For no 
one can fathom heavenly decree, 
but the feeling is strengthened 
within us that not in vain have 
we been spared and united in this 
country with those Jewish rem- 





nants.” 
Pain Somewhat Soothed 

Another letter: 

‘“‘When I was freed from Bergen 
Belsen, I was only 14 years of 
age, and I had always hoped that 
I should one day be able to avenge 
the loss of my parents and of my 
whole family. But now I must be 
grateful to you because it seems 
as though my pain has been some- 
what soothed.”’ 

Yet another letter: 

‘In your great speech you gave 
utterance to the unforgettable sor- 
row of those whose wounds have 
not yet healed. You have aroused 
a feeling of identification with the 
oppressed in those of our people 
who were far removed from the 
scene of the holocaust. It is doubt- 
ful whether at any other time since 
the end of World War II such a 
clear and moving ‘‘J’accuse’”’ has 
been uttered.”’ 

A resident in Bat Yam whose 
name shows that he hails from 
the East, writes: 

“TI can hardly describe how deep- 
ly I was stirred by your speech. 
I wept like a child.... If it were 
possible, I should present you with 
several years of my life in order 
that your life may be lengthened.” 

A young sabra girl who signs 
herself simply as ‘‘Ruthi’’, writes: 

“T want to thank you in the 
name of my grandmother who was 


murdered by the Nazis, in 
name of my many relatives who 
had shared my grandmother's fate 
and on my own behalf-in the name 
of an Israeli-born girl who had not 
experienced all this suffering, 

“I have read many horror gto. 
ries about Nazi atrocities, py 
never was I so shaken as I wag 
on hearing your great speech, In 
my mind’s eye I saw the millions 
of tortured victims, importuning 
for help and I could not extend it 
to them. That is a terrible feeling, 

Impossible To Bring Back 

“Tt is impossible to bring back 
to life the Jews who have been 
destroyed, but it is certainly pos. 
sible to defend the honour of those 
led to the slaughter and to show 
to the world that we are a new 
and strong force. Your ‘‘J’accuse” 
and ours will be testimony of our 
new spirit.”’ 

The pupils of an_ elementary 
school in a kibbutz write: 

“Seated around our radio re. 
ceiver, taut and deeply moved, we 
heard your speech on Eichmann, 
the arch-enemy of our people... 
Our teachers had for years past 
told us about the terrible disaster 
that had befallen our nation, but 
to tell the truth, it is only now 
chat you have succeeded through 
your convincing words, full of pain 
and sorrow, to bring the meaning

Al Used Cars 
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~The Last Of The Rugged 
Individualists Dies 


By Ethel L. Levey 

I mark with some nostalgia, the 
disappearance of the phrase “rug- 
ged individualism” from the pass- 
ing scene. In its stead are national 
purpose, common goals, economic 
security, Rugged individualism 
has apparently folded its tent like 
the not so silent Arab and flown 
away. 

The greatest exponent of rugged 
individualism I have ever known 
was my father - in -law. The 
first time I saw him, he was seated 
on the long porch which ran across 
the front of his home. It was 
Saturday, and his son had brought 
the Jewish “‘shiksa’ from her 
Iowa home to meet his family, 
and to discover if she qualified 
for admittance into the charmed 
circle from Grodno Gebernia. 

The street was quiet, for it was 
an almost completely Jewish 
street in an overwhelmingly Jew- 
ish area. The Sabbath was tangible 
there, most rebels held in line by 
the weight of public opinion in 
the city’s mile-square ghetto. The 
women sat on stoops before their 
shuttered stores; the men shuffled 
to the half-dozen shuls in the area, 
came home to eat yesterday’s 
chicken and drink endless glasses 
of tea, read the Forward and the 
morning paper, and doze a lit- 
tle in the early afternoon sun. 

Pa, as I was to call him all my 
married life, was dressed in his 
best, a rusty black suit, wearing 
on his head a spanking new cap, 
its pouch still stuffed with packing 
tissue, so that it teetered precar- 
iously as he moved. He was bare- 
foot. His son introduced me with- 
out the flicker of an eyelash; my 
father - in -law to be rose to his 
full five feet, two inches, and with 
old world gallantry, kissed me 
soundly on both cheeks, declared 
that henceforth I was like unto 
his daughter, summoned the rest 
of the clan with a mighty bellow, 
and bare feet notwithstanding, es- 
corted me into the kitchen where 
he regaled me with tea and the 
Serial stories from the Yiddish 
press. 

For a small man, Pa was a 
rugged individualist on the grand 
scale. The day we met was an an- 
niversary — an anniversary of 
the day he among others ‘‘struck’”’ 
the N.P. Railroad shop where had 
he been employed as a cabinet 
maker and glazier for seventeen 
years. The strike was settled after 
months of bitter wrangling, but 
Pa had left no doubt as to whose 
side he was on, and the relation- 
ship was severed. He hadn’t work- 
ed since, his attitude being that 
“those fat bellies can sit and di- 
Tect, so can I.” 

His son and I were married at 
the height of the depression, so I 
got used to seeing Pa ‘“‘at home.” 





His children worked, my mother- 
in-law worked, but he allowed 
none of this to disturb his way of 
life. An avowed agnostic, he held 
court on the porch Sabbath morn- 
ings, and when my mother-in-law, 
a devout and pious Yiddeneh, re- 
turned from shul, he would greet 
her dour arrival with, ‘‘Well, Bes- 
sie Dena, how was the club?” 
which never failed to elicit the 
expected acrimony. 


He worked for a short time at a 
refrigerator plant making boxes, 
but this too, he left by request. 
He was a fastidious workman. 
When he worked, he worked with 
precision and zeal. The result of 
his combined skill and efficiency 
was that he earned more money 
than his fellows. (This. was piece 
work.) A friend, who worked at 
the same plant came to us the 
week before Pa was fired. ‘Tell 
the old man to slow down,” he 
said. “He’s making too much 
money. The goyim have it in for 
him. Pa was not displeased. 
For what better reason to be fired 
— for being the best workman in 
the factory! For several weeks, the 
high point of the Saturday morning 
discussions delineated the refrig- 
erator company’s obtuseness in 
letting go of a man like Pa. 

The time came however, when 
he felt a call to earn a more se- 
cure livelihood once again. He had 
successfully ignored family pres- 
sure and community disapproval. 
It was a burning ambition to be 
a man of property that put him 
back in the labor market. A land- 
lord in the section, owner of 
many apartment buildings, com- 
missioned Pa to install new store 
windows in one of them. It was a 
big job, involving 124 windows. 
The price per window was agreed 
upon, the oral contract sealed with 
a handshake, and a “Well, all 
right,’’ from Pa. The job was fin- 
ished in. good order, the windows 
neatly pittied and fitted, each pane 
a gleaming, polished gem. T he 
same evening, Pa went to collect 
from the man of many apart- 
ments, who promptly proceeded 
to find a myriad of faults and 
irregularities until he could, with 
righteous indignation at shoddy 
workmanship, reneg on the agreed 
upon price. His plan of attack was 
shrewd, with only one defect. 
He had underestimated his man. 
Pa listened with a pursed mouth, 
said, ‘“‘Well, all right,’ and left 
the scene, apparently headed for 
home to lick his wounds. He de- 
toured on the way, though, to find 
an eight year old Syrian friend, 
who for fifty cents of baksheesh, 
and armed with a bag of rocks, 
expertly broke 120 of the 124 newly 
installed windows. 

The stories Pa told me of his

of the gruesome period to us.... 

“We felt the sorrow of the adults, 
but above all we were stirred to 
the depth of our soul by the disas- 
ter that had overtaken the children 
who were exterminated before they 
had had a chance of getting a 
taste of life....’’ 


And so the flood of letters of 
thanks and appreciation continues. 
Rabbis and Yeshiva students, 
members of kibbutzim, school 
pupils, Israeli-born youth and new 
immigrants—all of them are repre- 
sented in this collection. One finds 
also a letter from Germany, writ- 
ten by a young man who adds the 
description “‘A young German” to 
his name, and one from another 
German who introduces himself as 
@ Lieutenant in the Reserves, and 
Who asks that ‘we be given a 
chance once again of regarding 
Germany with pride”. There is also 
an Arab who writes: 

Represented All Humanity 

‘In your speech you represented 
not only the six million who were 
Massacred but the whole of hu- 
manity,”’ 

There is a letter from a Pro- 
testant student in Switzerland, one 
from a member of the British 
Nobility and one from a group of 
Germans and non-Germans from 
Sachsenhausen (who demand ‘“‘the 
most severe punishment for the

murderer of the Jewish people’’). 

Most of the letters, however, 
were sent by survivors of the holo- 
caust. For them the prosecution 
speech and the trial generally is 
a memorial to their dear ones who 
had been butchered before their 
eyes, a sort of soothing ointment 
to their wounds and the sounding 
of an alarum to those among us 
who tend to forget, as well as a 
**‘J’accuse”’ against those who stood 
by and failed to protest and to 
help. 

I shall quote two more letters 
from the hundreds received. 

In one of them, the niece of 
Adam Tcherniakow, the head of 
the Warsaw Jewish community 
who preferred death to collabora- 
tion in any form whatever with the 
Nazis wrote: 

“As one who had personally 
experienced all the horrors of the 
Hitlerite inferno, as a witness of 
the death of her uncle, as one who 
has had experiences of Maidanek 
and Oswiecim and who has lost 
everything, all her relatives and 
friends, I venture to express to 
you, Mr. Prosecutor, my feelings 
of deep appreciation. Ever since 
the trial began, I have lived once 
again—and I hope for the last time 
—through all the horrors, but I be- 
lieve it is worthwhile. Jewish blood 
is no longer, ahd will never be,

life in old Russia emphasized his 
devotion to the cause of individual 
service of his country like so many 
of his contemporaries, he got his 
release by deliberately infecting 
a self-inflicted wound. That it al- 
most cost him a leg was a negligi- 
ble factor, for he would show me 
the horrible scar with marked 
pride. He had beaten the Russian 
officials at their own game and 
that was what counted. 
His rugged individualism was ul- 
timately the cause of his death. 
The river that ran past our town 
flooded that summer and every 
home on the flats was inundated. 
As soon as the water receded 
sufficiently, we hurried down to 
Pa’s, intent upon his rescue, only 
to find him sitting at the kitchen 
table, the basement water lapping 
at the door, reading a back issue 
of the paper. We urged him to 
expression on his face reaffirming 
take advantage of the city’s offer 
to pump out any cellar in the 
area without charge. “It came by 
itself,’ he shrugged, “it can go 
out the same way.’’ Nor would he 
leave his home for ours. ‘‘Too 
far from the shul’’ — the wry 
his lifetime opinion of formal re- 
ligion — ‘‘for women and children’’. 
But the damp and the cold had 
their way with his years. He strug- 
gled against the illness that fol- 
lowed as he had always struggled 
against any kind of bondage, but 
this time he lost. I don’t think he 
cared much by then. He must 
have known for some years that 
there wasn’t a place left in the 
world for his kind of rugged in- 





dividualism.

Chalutziut On Rampage Again; Show 
Israeli Youth has Idealistic Zeal 


Chalutziut and Zionism may be 
past history in the U.S., but in 
Israel young people are still striv- 
ing for ideals. 

Critics have recently condemned 
the young generation in Israel, for 
their low moral standards and 
for the high rate of delinquency. 
Let them take a gander at a 
group of young men and women 
from all parts of the country who 
are about to give up the comforts 
of home for the Negev type of liv- 
ing which hinges on the struggle 
of survival. 

A group of five young Sabras in 
Tel Aviv, who are fed up with the 
routine of office work at the JNF 
office or bank clerking at Bank 
Le’Umi, decided to do something 
about their humdrum routine and 
boredom. They hit upon the idea 
of setting up a cooperative city, 
not a kibbutz, not a moshav, but a 
city, in the heart of the Negev, 
near Mitzpeh-Rimon, on the road 
to Eilat. 





Long Lost Poem Found 


Dr,. Abraham I. Katsh, profes- 
sor of Hebrew culture at New 
York University, returned with a 
“big catch’ from the Soviet Un- 
ton: a long lost poem written by 
Yehudah Halevi foremost Hebrew 
poet of the Middle Ages. 


Dr. Katsh microfilmed the man- 
uscript at the Moscow Public 
Library. This appears for the first 
time in print in the current issue 
of ‘‘Bitzaron’’ Hebrew Literary 
Journal. The poem is entitled “I 
Shall Lift Up My Eyes to Heaven” 
and deals with the creation of the 
universe and the exodus from 
Egypt. 





The idea spread like wildfire, 
and within a few weeks the hand- 
ful grew to 200 young men and 
women from all over Israel, who 
like the instigators are searching 
for meaning and substance in 
their lives. Some look to the new 
project as a means of finding 
people of one’s own type to live 
with and being able to share ideas 
and values with them. 

After deciding upon the condi- 
tions of membership to the coop, 
(which still remains nameless), a 
payment of 114,000 which may be 
obtained by a loan from the gov- 
ernment, the newly organized 
committee began to tackle other 
problems facing them. What type 
of political party affiliation would 
there be? Should there be a jail- 
house in the new city? 

There are no two sides to the 
question of religion in the new 
community. When a group from 
Natanya sent in a written request 
for admittance with conditions at- 
tached, for religious rights, the 
committee answered that all rights 
would be granted, including a 
synagogue. The settlers want their 
rights to eat ham however and so 
they would not assure the religious 
applicants that non-kosher meat 
would not be sold. This they feel 
would infringe upon their own 
freedom. 

There are no houses or stores 
yet, in fact the city is only in the 
planning stage, but there is al- 
ready a ban on political campaign- 
ing and soliciting for votes, since 
each citizen will have the right 
to vote for the party of his choice, 
but he cannot put up a sign or 
speak publicly in favor of a cer- 
tain party. This ban is typical of 
the apathetic attitude that Israeli 
youth has towards politics today,

World Reform Group Hears Goal 
Set as Challenge to Orthodox 


authenticated Jewish practice,” 


This city’s Jewish Chronicle 
comments that Dr. Freehof’s cen. 
tral theme was “to prove that 
Judaism had survived not because 
it was unchanging and conserya. 
tive (as the Orthodox maintain) 
but for the exactly opposite reg. 
son. “Judaism is a vital move. 
ment today because of its ability 
to change its style radically, and 
yet in all the changes to main. 
tain its essential personality,” Dr, 
Freehof said. 


The head of the Union of Amer. 
ican Hebrew Congregations, Dr, 
Maurice Eisendrath, laid before 
the- convention his second formal 
call for a world: “‘inter-faith sum- 
mit meeting of religious leaders 
to save the world from nuclear 
destruction.”’ 


These highlights aside, the Jew. 
ish Chronicle had nothing to say 
of convention doings, such as bus- 
iness sessions. 


Morality Without God 
Troubles Catholics 


BOSTON (P-O) — “I am a Jew 
in my heart’ is the expression of 
many who insist they don’t have 
to be religious to be good. The 
Jewish clergy daily is confronted 
with the attitude of those who in- 
sist their morals have nothing to 
do with their belief in God or at- 
tendance at synagogue. 


The Catholics have the same 
problem, This is how they tackle 
it in a commentary specially pre- 
pared by the Boston Pilot, which 
notes ‘‘Religious people are some- 
times troubled by the fact that 
certain individuals profess, and 
often practice, highly developed 
moral standards, while at the same 
time maintaining indifference or 
even hostility to religion.’ 





“A non-religious morality,” the 
Catholic newspaper says, ‘“‘is self- 
centered. A religious morality con- 
sists in man’s response, in his 
free activity, to one whom he rec- 
ognizes to be superior to all cre- 
ated things. Similarly, the laws by 
which human activity is governed 
should have their center and their 
meaning not in man but in man’s 
relations with God.”’ 


Man cannot be the center of his 
moral life, the Catholics say. 
“Morality that is sound and com- 
prehensive must be founded on 
the relationship between man and 
God that is likewise the founda- 
tion of religion.’ 


Truly religious morality requires 
that ‘‘man looks beyond the uni- 
versal law, even while recogniz- 
ing that he is bound by it. For 
the religious man, to be moral 
means to live in accordance with 
one’s greatest possibilities for do 
ing good.” 


Moral responsibility, says the 
Pilot commentary, means to fol- 
low up the implications of one’s 
human. nature as discovered by 
reason and clarified and extended 
by faith.” But, “religion is not 
identical with morality, nor does 
the responsibility implied in re 
ligion coincide entirely with the 
responsibility which characterizes 
our attitude towards the moral 
law.”’

The Pope said destruction or 
squandering goods that could be 
used by others is an injustice. Rich 
lands must aid the poor, he said. 


He said government authorities 
should take action to aid their 
citizenry wherever possible and 
whenever needed. Farmets, for in- 
stance, should be helped to attain 
a standard of living equal with 
city dwellers’, he said. 

Pope John took note of the rise 
of Communism and other relative- 
ly new ideologies. Their advent 
requires, he added, that mankind 
strive for a better “human bal- 
ance’, both between individuals 
and between nations. 

Mankind was praised for its sci- 
entific and engineering achieve- 
ments. But, the Pope warned, 
man’s mastery of his environment 
has also given him the power to 
destroy himself. 

The Pope noted there are dif- 
ferences among Catholics on ap- 
plication of their religion. But when 
dealing with non - Catholics, he 
stressed, they must adhere to their 
moral doctrine in all social and 
economic matters. 


Graduated taxes were endorsed 
by the Pope, who commented that 
justice and equity demand that 
tax burdens be proportioned to ca- 
pacity to bear them. 

The Pope was adamant on the 
Church’s doctrine on birth control. 
However, he added, the famiiy’s 
economic condition should be such 
that it can, depending upon its 
size, live in decent comfort. 





Israel MDs Mount 
Scare Campaign 
Against Smoking 


‘ JERUSALEM (P-O) — Israelis 
‘should be scared more and smoke 
less,” writes Eliyahu Salpeter from 
here in the American Ziosist. 

That’s the opinion, anyway, of 
the Israel Medical Association. 
The bad physical effects of smok- 
ing were emphasized at meetings 
of physicians last month in the 
three principal cities, Salpeter re- 
ports. 

This month, the doctors plan 
the start of a public anti-smoking 
campaign, aimed primarily at 
youth. A good start has been 
made, it’s felt, by a new policy 
of the Israeli Defense Forces: In- 
stead of the soldiers automatically 
Teceiving daily cigarette rations 
they'll be given the choice of tak- 
ing money as an alternative. 

“Thus,” Salpeter writes, \“the 
Medical Association hopes that 
many a young person who would 
otherwise start smoking during 

Tmy service wil] prefer to spend 
the money on sweets, soft drinks 
or going to the movies.” 

The campaign follows a study 
of Israeli smoking habits and the 
incidence of lung cancer.

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World Jewry Needs Program of Action 
Against Russia's Suppression of Jewish Life 


If thirteen synagogues have been closed 
down in the past twelve months in Russia 
should the Jewish community of the world be 
aroused to new action, and if so, what action? 


The fact of thirteen synagogues shutting 
their doors was revealed in a report by Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann, the man who wears many 
hats these days, for the World Conference 
of Intellectuals, which Dr. Goldmann had con- 
vened last September in Paris. 


This new evidence of the slow death of 
Judaism in Russia means nothing in itself. 
It may mean only that there were no Jews to 
support the synagogues. All throughout the 
U. S., there are locked and bolted syna- 
gogues in small cities and towns where once 
there were flourishing Jewish communities. To- 
day, the president of the local bank or the 
publisher of the daily newspaper, pillars in the 
local churches, speak with some pride when 
queried about their Jewish grandfather or Jew- 
ish grandmother. 


The conclusion reached by the Goldmann 
report is that there has been no significant 
change in the Soviet repression of Jewish 
activities, despite the fact that cultural ac- 
tivities of other religious or national groups in 
Russia are encouraged. 


The present policies of Dr. Goldmann, who 
feels that he can win the Soviets over by per- 
suasion, and any other present activities de- 
signed to secure an amelioration of the position 
of Russian Jews are bankrupt. 


What then should be the new policies of 
world Jewry towards Russia? 


The answer may come when we consider 
that the Soviet authorities will be moved to 
change only when the change is forced upon 
them. And this is something not easily come 
by. Russia is a great power, while world 
Jewry is insignificant. 


Yet, on the other hand, the strength of 
world Jewry should not be underestimated 
either. 


At a time when the Jews were merely ob- 
jects of public sympathy, a downtrodden ghet- 
to-centered despised group, a Theodore Herzl 
was able to secure the assent of many of the 
world’s top rulers to a wholly fantastic plan 
— a publicly recognized Jewish state in Pales- 
tine. 


The position of the Jews in Russia should 
call for the same kind of revolutionary thinking. 
Piece-meal attacks on the problem are no 
longer of any use. 


If whatever remains of the two to three 
million Jews of Russia is to be salvaged, then

a years-long campaign directed at making it 
the better choice for the USSR to grant her 
Jews equality, say with the millions of Arabs 
in her vast domain, than to continue her pro- 
gram of extinction of any vestige of Jewish 
life. 


At this point, the point when Russia has 
more to gain or less to lose from this step than 
by continuing her repression against anything 


Jewish, she will change. But not before, ang 
any puny attempts to get a few headlines here 
and there will not be sufficient. This should be 
a main goal of world Jewry and not just qa 
plank of the World Jewish Congress of the 
American Jewish Committee, but a combined 
drive of every important Jewish agency tg 
convince Russia that she should 

out the lofty principles she has enunciated for 
all her varying peoples also for her Jews.

Discussions of the Jewish press of America 
are not so widespread as to be ignored, and 
when one comes from the pen of Eliezer Whart- 
man, we’re happy to print his views. 

We don’t agree with everything Whartman 
says, but we do agree with a good deal of it. 
He errs along with other critics; when he at- 
tempts to tell Anglo-Jewish editors what their 
readers want. He is led astray when he tries 
to compare the Anglo - Jewish press of the 
U.S. with the New York Times or the Manchester 
Guardian or any other noted publication which 
thrives because it caters to the top people in a 
society. 

Such a publication — Commentary is a good 
example — would die overnight. Perhaps Whart- 
man never saw a copy of ‘‘Wisdom’’, as perhaps 
you who are reading this also, but it was a 
monthly launched on the order of a Jewish fortune 
magazine but not for business men, for the Jewish 
intellectual. Its several hundred thousands of 
dollars were soon lost down the drain, and when 
it sought to shift to a non-Jewish audience, it died 
altogether. 

Ary publication which goes over the heads of 
its audience is doomed. It must strike a happy 
medium. It must lead not follow, but not lead 
too far ahead so that the readers are so far behind 
they lose sight of the publication. 


The above is not to say that our Anglo-Jewish. - 


press is without blemish. In some cases it falls 
to a low which is forbidding, but by the same rule, 
it has its bright spots. * 

We never thought we’d find ourselves in the 
position of defending the Anglo-Jewish press, yet 
here we are doing just that. There are papers 
which still do not write their own editorials; there 
are papers which exaggerate their circulations not 
merely by a few thousands, but by 800 and 900 
per cent; and there are papers which print ev- 
erything (without even changing an adjective) 
subriitted to them. 

These are the papers which most often beat 
their breast and call for the community to support 
them in the manner in which they think they’d 
like to be supported. 

But we must not allow these people who drag 
the good name of the Anglo-Jewish press in the 
mud to destroy the reputation it has required 
years of devotion and application of many Anglo- 
Jewish papers — not all of them fat and sleek 
with Leavy advertising — to earn. 

Compared to ten and twenty years ago, the 
Jewish weekly Jewish publication field has made 
some important forward strides. In another ten 
years, this speed of progress will have become 
cumulative, and perhaps Eliezer will review the 
field again in 1971, and let us have his appraisal 
then. 

Here is what Eliezer has to say: 

ft has new been exactly one year since I began 
writing for the Baltimore Jewish Times. During 
this time I’ve tried to describe life in Israel as 
objectively as I could, There were times when I 
‘pointed with pride’; and there were times when 
I “viewed with alarm.” I think that, on the whole, 
Israel emerged on the credit side of the ledger. 

' During this time I’ve been doing a lot of 
thinking about the American Jewish press and 
I'd like to share a few thoughts with the reader 
on that subject, particularly as it affects the 
manner in which Isreal is presented to the reader. 
I think, if we want to be perfectly candid with 
ourselves, when we tote up the accounts, the 
Jewish press of America comes out on the debit 
side of the ledger. 

What actually is the function of the Jewish 
press? Is it to present as accurate a picture of 
Jewish life throughout the world as it can? Is 
it to inform and educate the reader and enable 
him to make intelligent decisions on the basis of a 
plentiful supply of truthful information? If such 
is its purpose, it has dismally failed. 

Of the 74 Jewish weeklies published in the 
United States, less than a dozen can claim to be 
even remotely interested in educating and stimu- 
lating their readers. The others consist of a bloat- 
ed Social and Personal department, a swollen 
advertising section and a lot of stale news, 
usually taking the form of institutional releases. 
Publicity has replaced publication. Controversial 
viewpoints are deemed harmful, and anything 
that smacks of criticism of sacred cows is shun- 
ned. Some newspapers (if one may use a euphe- 
mism) do not even prepare their own editorials: 
they get them canned. The few syndicated col- 
umns they run are usually second rate. The mot- 
to of most editors seems to be: “don’t rock the 
boat.”’

Writing recently on the same subject in Con. 
gress Weekly, Bernard G. Richards, one of the 
dozens of the Anglo-Jewish press, had s ome 
scathing things to say of American Jewish publi. 
cations: 


Timidity, lack of vision, added to the domina. 
tion, or at least the immobility imposed by vested 
interests, produce a deadening intellectual level,” 
he charged. Only the most conspicuous news 
events are published, and these with questionable 
accuracy. ‘‘When the news is not sensational,” 
he went on, “It is usually official and staid, if not 
stale, routine and superficial.’ 


How accurate a description this is of the 
news emanating from Israel! To judge from the 
eoverage of Israeli news included in the Ameri- 
ecan-Jewish press, Israel has only two problems: 
threatening neighbors and a chronic shortage of 
funds. Almost nothing is printed on the race. 
problem developing here, the. problem of rising 


‘juvenile delinquency, the question of the advisabil- 


ity: of the continued existence of institutions 
which have outlived their usefulness, the growing 
gap between Israel and the. Diaspora, election 
issues, the estrangement of the youth from re- 


‘ligion, the internal Arab problem, the frightening 


rise in the cost of living, the need for electoral 
reform, the decline in idealism, the synagogue- 
state issue and a host of other burning subjects, 
The reason, of course, is clear: don’t say any- 
thing which will hurt any party, any institution 
or any appeal. Whatever their differences, Jews 
are expected to close ranks and present a mono- 
lithic unity to Jewish and Gentile America. God's 
in His heaven, and all’s well. with Zion. 


This business of coddling the reader and pro 
tecting him from information which might stimu- 
late him to think sometimes has precisely the 
opposite effect from what the institutions and 
editors expected. Many Americans go off to Israel 
expecting to find a paradise on earth — and come 
back disgruntled, feeling they had been misled. 
They had expected to find a race of supermen 
toiling in a new Eldorado, and instead they dis- 
covered human beings like us mere mortals. 
They discover that Israel has problems which had 
never been spoken about; and they find, to their 
consternation, that the Israelis, like everyone 
else, have their vices as well as their virtues. 


Most publishers and editors of Anglo-Jewish 
weeklies admit that their coverage of Jewish 
news is flimsy and concede they should widen 
that coverage and take some kind of editorial 
attitude toward issues, but they blame the com: 
munity and its leadership for the apathy of the 
Jewish public. They maintain they are under 
heavy pressure to see to it that the local and 
national organizations and their spokesmen aré 
given adequate space. And so their papers are 
filled with a dreary recitation about how Cohen 
received a plaque, how Levy got his testimontial 
dinner, how Mrs. Fafufnik met her quota, 
how Goldberg shook hands with the Governor. 


Perhaps the American Jewish community gets 
the press it deserves. I, for one, would like to 
think otherwise. I believe there are enough people 
who are sincerely interested in demanding 4 
Jewish press worthy of the name to ensure that 
such 2 press could come into existence. Other 
countries with much smaller Jewish populations 
enjoy worthy Jewish publications. 


There is no doubt but what Jewish illiteracy 
is on the rise, and it is the duty of the \ 
Jewish press to counter this trend, not cater to it. 
I can appreciate the financial problems faced by 
the editors who all too often have to run theif 
papers on a shoestring, but after all, is 
purpose of the Jewish press to mirror the com 
munity or to educate it? We have a young genera 
tion growing up in America who, to an alarmi 
degree, had disassociated itself from Jewish.iife, 
because it feels it contains no intellectual stimu. 
lus. The Anglo-Jewish press today, in large meas 
ure, caters to the older generation whose ties @ 
would Jewry and the local Jewish community are 
strong and based on sentiment and memory: 
These two ingredients are missing to a large €* 
tent, among young married people. If we c 
appeal to the heart, at least we should try to a 
peal to the mind; sometimes the road to the 
heart leads through the mind. 


I do not believe that the present trend i 
Anglo-Jewish journalism can go on like this for 
ever. (And here I would express a word 
appreciation to the Times in having the courag® 
to run in this column.) If the Jewish press 
nothing, to say, maybe it would be best to hav® 
it quietly disappear.

party, and has been putting up a 
strong campaign. It makes its ap- 
peal to the professional classes, to 
the intelligentsia, and to the bus- 
iness-industrial interests. It is 
thus a true conservative party, 
with liberal undertones. 


In the last election Mapai polled 
a record vote, and received 47 of 
the 120 seats in the Knesseth. Ma- 
pai is the object of attack by all 
the other parties, each of which 
seeks to divert Mapai votes into 
its own column. To help matters 
along, they have called a special 
session of the Knesseth, to be 
held just before the elections, to 
air once again all the details of the 
Lavon case. There is always the 
hope that Mr. Ben Gurion will 
with his usual impetuosity say 
something that will lose votes for 
his party. 


Mapai has not been silent. 
Whereas its successful campaign 
in 1959 was based on the idea: 
You never had it so good — why 
change? — This time Mapai is 
lashing out vigorously at the little 
opposition groups which ring it. 
The left wing labor parties which 
had been its partners in the coali- 
tion, are termed obstructionists 
who had tried to prevent the 
growth and progress for which 
Mapai alone is responsible. T h e 
Liberals are derided for having no 
new program of their own. From 
the first time a strong effort is 
being made to woo the religious 
voters away from the religious 





parties. 





One reads the appeals, listens to 
the speeches, attends the rallies, 
talks to the voters, and detects no 
ground swell of opinion. There 
seems no indication that there will 
be any drastic shift in the verdict 
of the voters. At any rate, here 
is my estimate of the probable 
division of the 120 seats in the 
next Knesseth, as compared with 
the results in 1959, if there are no 
last minute factors:

If the results are substantially 
as given above, it will be mathe- 
matically possible for Mapai and 
the Liberals to form a coalition 
which will give them a controlling 
63 seats in the Knesseth. This is 
an unsafe margin, however, and 
the chances would be that both 
religious parties would be invited 
to join the coalition. The present 
relations between the labor parties, 
and the decline of the leftists, are 
such as to preclude any possibility 
of the much-talked-about labor co- 
alition of Mapai, Mapam and Ah- 
dut Avodah.

M. Z. Frank Service should 
be carried out while the three 
judges are deliberating on the 
sentence and, of course, without 
their knowledge — and without 
anybody’s knowledge. The result- 
ing indignation and the protest to 
the United Nations by the Israeli 
Minister of Foreign Affairs ought 
to be genuine. 

While Israel enters the protest 
at the United Nations, the judges 
ought to go on with their work 
sentencing Eichmann in absentia. 
After all, the wording of their judg- 
ment is what counts most. It will 
receive its due publicity. 











What fate for Eichmann? Look the Other 


Whatever the vote at the Secur- 
ity Council or the General As- 
sembly of the United Nations, the 
sum total of the proceedings will 
be the general recognition of the 
principle that, in the absence of 
a properly constituted internation- 
al court to try such cases, they 
come within the jurisdiction of any 
one or all of several states affect- 
ed. The primacy of Israel among 
these states will already have been 
established by precedent, anyhow. 

Among the states affected are 
the two Germanys, Yugoslavia, 
Czechoslovakia, Soviet Russia, 
France, Holland, the Scandinavian 
countries, Italy and, of course, 
Poland. Ben-Gurion should give Po- 
land the first chance for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

The Poles are, as a people, fond- 
er of theatrics than the Jews are 
and will be anxious to drag out 
the trial and make it more dra- 
matic than the one in Jerusalem. 

They are less allergic to what 
the assortment of critics abroad 
might think of the trial, so they 
will give Eichmann the real works.

state without fear of contradic- 
tion that our synagogues put a 
great deal of emphasis and spend 
a goodly percentage of their an- 
nual program budget on their 


The requirements of the religi- 
ous education program go far be- 
yond the expenditure of synagogue 
funds and therefore involve more 
than the Board of Trustees. In 
some temples the school program 
has become so complex that it has 
been the cause of conflict between 
various groups within the syna- 
gogue — the Sisterhood, the Broth- 
erhood (Men’s Club), the Parent- 
Teacher Association, the Board of 
Religious Education (Religi- 
ous School Committee) and the 
Synagogue Board. 


While each of these synagogue 
constituents has but one purpose in 
view — to serve and improve the 
education program’ — the failure 
to clarify the roles of each individ- 
ual group is the underlying reason 
for working at cross-purposes, dup- 
lication of effort and frequent dis- 
sension. To rectify such a situa- 
tion takes a bit of diplomacy and 
planning but the effort is worth

much, for the result can only be 
an improved educational program 
for your synagogue. 

The North Shore Congregation 
Israel of Glencoe, Ill., issues an 
attractive brochure on _ the 
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workings of its program for religi- 
ous education. It includes such 
headings as, ‘‘How We Use Our 
Building’’, “We All Learn Here.. 
and ‘‘Here Is How the Whole Tem- 
ple Family Helps...’”’. Under the 
last named category they use a 
chart which analyzes the role of 
each of the temple groups: 

1. Boccd of Trustees — is the 
elected governing body of the con- 
gregation. It maintains the 
school building, appropriates mon- 
ey, helps formulate policies. 


2. Board of Religious Education 
— is generally responsible for the 
proper administrution of all phases 
of religious education in the tem- 
ple. 

3. Sisterhood — provides funds 
for the school, gifts of Bibles and 
prayer books to our older students 
and performs many _ additional 
services. 

4. Parent-Teacher Association — 
provides a Book and Gift Shop, 
publishes holiday booklets, plans 
school parties, assists with driv- 
ing groups and performs many oth- 
er services. 

5. Oscar Hillel Plotkin Library 
— provides reading and research 
facilities for students, teachers and 
the entire community. 

6. Men’s Club — provides funds 
for the school, sponsors annual 
parties for the children and pro- 
vides needed and vaulable man- 
power for religious school festi- 
vals, 

7. Temple Youth Committee — 
provides a rich cultural and recre- 
ational program to complement 
the religious school in junior high 
and high school years. 

8. Office and Administrative 
Staff — provides gaany services to 
all. It maintains all records, and is

9. Maintenance Staff — makes 
our religious school an inviting and

While the role of each group in 
the synagogue structure may vary 
from institution to institution, it is 
important that an attempt be 
made to formulate a_ statement 
which clearly delineates the areas 
of service and their relationship to 
the members of the professional 
staff. The role of the Religious 
School Board (or Committee) has 
undergone some radical changes 
because of the rapid expansion of 
our schools and the advent of pro- 
fessional educators to the syna- 
gogue staff. For instance, North 
Shore Congregation Israel has the 





following statement in the by-laws 
of its Beard of Religious Educa- 
tion: 


“In cooperation with the Rabbi.,, 
the Board...shall be responsible 
for: the establishment and main. 
tenance of the aims and objec. 
tives of the Religious School...the 
employment of a Director of Re 
ligious Education and the fae 
ulty...”’ 

With the best of organization 
and the aid of a most devoted rab. 
bi plus experienced professional 
talent, the synagogue cannot do the 
job of educating the child Jewish. 
ly without the cooperation of the 
family. The vital role of.the family 
in the picture of Jewish education 
is recognized by this same con 
gregation when they state: 

“The family group — the basis 
of all religious education is the 
home. Religious, spiritual and eth. 
ical values start here. Our religi- 
ous school assists parents in this 
education’’.

Says Organization Failed to Act 
In Cleveland Din Torah Dispute

Your June 30, 1961, issue car- 
ried a letter from Mr. Morris Laub, 
Secretary of the Committee on 
Congregational Standards of the 
United Synagogue of America, 
Mr. Laub said in that letter that 
the statement of the National Coun- 
cil for Jewish Education relative 
to the spurning of a Din Torah by 
the Temple on the Heights in 
Cleveland which appeared in 
POST and OPINION on May 19 
was inaccurate as far as his Com- 
mittee was concerned with re- 
spect to that controversy. Mr. Laub 
states t h a t his Committee would 
have attempted to arbitrate the 
matter had either of the two par- 
ties invited his Committee to do 
so, but having ‘“‘heard from neith- 
er, we took no further steps in 
the matter’’. 

We have in our files a letter 
from Mr, Laub, dated July 6, 1960, 
and addressed to our collegue who 
is involved and who had asked 
Mr. Laub’s Committee on June 
3, 1960 to arbitrate the matter. To 
this invitation to arbitrate M r. 
Laub replied on July 6, 1960 that 





it was wrong to wait four years 
before turning to his Committee 
and that it is now ‘‘much too late 
for us to step into it’. Obvious- 
ly then, his Committee was in-| 
vited a year ago to arbitrate the 
matter, but Mr. Laub felt it was 
too late for his Committee to be- 
come involved at that time. 


The fact of the matter is that 
our colleague did not wait four 
years before turning to Mr. Laub’s 
Committee. He had _ contacted 
the Committee on Congregational 
Standards one month after the 
incident happened in Cleveland, 
but the Chairman of that Com- 
mittee in four separate replies in 
1956 expressed his sympathy with 
our colleague but indicted the re- 
fusal of his Committee to inter- 
vene, Our colleague’s invitation of 
a year ago to Mr. Laub’s Com- 
mittee to arbitrate was his second 
desperate attempt, and again to 
no avail.

Concrete results included estab- 





lishment of women’s chapel groups 
and classes were successfully or- 
ganized for as few as five or six 
at several military installations, 
children. Similarly, the group de- 
veloped ‘“‘guide lines’? for estab- 
lishing congregations of 20 to 30 
families, 

However, “not much has been 
achieved in coping with the tran- 
sient status of the personnel in 
chapel programming,” Rabbi 
Lamm concedes. 

Army Aids Jewish 
Observation 

Rabbi Lamm’s group found the 
Army ‘“‘goes along lock, stock and 
barrel’ in aiding Jewish person- 
nel’s observance of religious cus- 
toms and events. ‘‘Of course,’”’ he 
adds, “‘it’s not easy putting on te- 
filin in the barracks — I know!” 

Rabbi Lamm would like to see 
application of his group’s findings 
to smaller Jewish civilian com- 
munities, where organized congre- 
gations either don’t exist or do so 
precariously. He suggests “the 
American Jewish Committee 
could very well take advantage of 
what we learned and set up some 
sort of bureau to deal specifical- 
ly with the communities too small

Vatican Renews Its Ban On 
Psychoanalysis For Priests 


ROME (P-O) — The Vatican re- 
affirms its ban on psychoanalysis 
for priests and ‘religious’, Rea- 
son: It smacks of ‘“‘adultery”’’. 

The Vatican’s reaffirmation was 
formally a ‘‘monitum’”’, or warn- 
ing, issued to “bishops, presidents 
of faculties of theology, rectors of 
seminaries and schools for reli- 
gious as well as “those whose duty 
it is to teach moral theology and 
similar disciplines.”’ 

Specifically, the warning says: 





“Clerics and religious are forbid- 
den to practice psychoanalysis ac- 
cording to the norms of Canon 


|139...” A Catholic newspaper, the 
‘Boston Pilot, 


adds: ‘“‘Canon 139 
provides that clerics must avoid 
affairs which, although not unbe- 
coming in themselves, are foreign 
to the clerical state. Without spe- 
cirl permission they may not prac- 
tice medicine or surgery or accept 
certain public offices.”

than Young Israel that certain Or- 
thodox rabbis have abused the priv- 
ilege of Kashruth supervision. How- 
ever, the issue that looms before 
us now is far, far bigger than 
the small percentage who have giv- 
en an unpleasant name to Kash- 
ruth supervision. What stares us 
in the face is not the «matter of 
one or two men who may be ex- 
tremely lenient in their supervi- 
sion, but rather, the all-important 
question of whether we may en- 
trust the supervision of Kashruth 
to a body, an organization, a 
movement which categorically de- 
nies the need for Kashruth. 


However, the Conservative 
movement doesn’t present to us 
the problem of a single individual, 
or even a small minority group. 
In essence, it goes to the core 
of Kashruth. By denying the im- 
mutability of the law, they have 
logically denied to themselves the 
— to supervise one facet of that 
aw. 

The Conservative movement has 
officially stated that the phrase 
“Thou Shalt Not Kindle a Flame 
on the Sabbath” is not applicable 
if synagogue attendance is in- 
volved. 


Numbers Most Important 

Because the Conservative rab- 
binate is concerned with numbers 
as an attendance factor in syna- 
gogues, they may very soon real- 
ize that even more people will 
attend the synagogues if they of- 
fered lobster dinners for Seudath 
Shlishith instead of herring. 

Are we to entrust the supervision 
of Kashruth to men who openly 
flaunt the immutability of the Tor- 
ah; men who any moment may 
state that the laws of Kashruth 
are suspended? 


We realize that one of the more 
clever moves of the United Syna- 
gogue was to engage a rabbi who 
received his ordination from an 
Orthodox institution as their super- 
visor, Yet, this in itself is an indi- 
cation of a basic desire to confuse 
the public. The United Synagogue 
is no stronger than its constituents. 
The fact that they could not find 
among their own Rabbinate a man 
with integrity and knowledge to 
supervise Kashruth in itself indi- 
cates the danger of allowing Kash- 
ruth into the purview of the Con- 
servative movement.

Jerusalem Ultra-Orthodox’ Stones, Riots, Halt Buses 





‘Sabbath-Goy’ Deal Insures 


Hospital Staff's Transport 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — The Jew- 
ish state has once again solved a 
thorny problem of emergencies on 
the Sabbath by the use of a 
“Shabbos Goy.”’ 

Stone throwing and rioting di- 
rected against buses traveling to 
the new Hadassah hospital here 
have all but ceased in wake of a 
compromise. Now, on _ Sabbath, 
emergency medical personnel are 
transported to the hospital in an 
*‘ambulance-bus’’, 

The ‘‘ambulance-bus”’ is a bus 
leased from the commercial line 
which formerly operated it. Is 
painted white with a blue line and 
blue Mogen David signs in front 
and rear. Driven by a non-Jew, 
it carries a sign, ‘‘For essential 
medical staff only.” 

Hadassah is leasing the bus full- 
time to overcome earlier objec- 
tions of the rabbinate that desig- 
nating it an ‘“‘ambulance”’ only on 
the Sabbath and then using it as 
a bus during the week would still 
violate Sabbath observance, On 
days other than Saturday, Hadas- 
sah plans use of the bus for spe- 
cial trips for its own employes, 
and for tourists. 

A further condition of rabbini- 
cal agreement to the compromise 
required Hadassah’s promising to 
continue to provide facilities at the 
hospital, which is about in the 
Judean hills outside Jerusalem, 
for staff members who wish to 
refrain from travel altogether on 
Sabbath (about 15 do). 

Stones Injure Two 

About 400 hospital employees 
were being carried by the com- 
mercial bus when rioting broke 
out, led principally by members 
of Natorei Karta, the ultra-Ortho- 
dox sect. Two children were ser- 
iously injured in the stone throw- 
ing, and some 15 buses were suf- 
ficiently damaged to have to be 
withdrawn from service. 





The affair got into politics when 
spokesmen of religious parties 
publicly declared they saw opera- 
tion of the commercial buses for 
hospital staffers as a foot in the 
doorway for Saturday bus opera- 
tion for the benefit of the general 
population. ‘‘We will never accept 
this,’ declared Jerusalem’s Depu- 
ty Mayor, Rabbi Moshe Porush.

For his part, the Rabbi added, 
he would himself drive a doctor to 
a genuine emergency on the Sab- 
bath, But he questioned the medi- 
cal center’s need for 400 employes 
on the Sabbath. 





TEL AVIV (P-0O) — All of Ben 
Gurion’s opposition ganged up to 
vote 54 to 9 that he be censured 
for rejecting a finding that Pinhas 
Lavon is innocent of ‘‘Lavon Af- 
fair’ guilt.

CHRISTIANS JOIN JEWS 
STUDY TALMUD EFFECT 


NIAGARA FALLS, N.Y. (P-O) 
— Christians and Jews are getting 
together here to discuss the influ- 
ence of the Talmud on law. 

Albert Jaffe, local jeweler, de- 
scribed the meetings to POST and 
OPINION as “a unique and in- 
teresting experiment in inter-faith 
relations being conducted in our 
community by our spiritual lead- 
er, Rabbi Seymour Sehorr, which 
I believe could well serve as a 
model for other communities to 
follow.”’ 

It all got started, Mr. Jaffe con- 
tinued, ‘‘from our congregational 
Talmud Fellowship Class when one 
of our local Jewish attorneys — 
having heard of the sustained in- 
terest in our weekly sessions from 
one of the members of our class — 
invited Rabbi Sehorr to deliver an 
address before the Niagara Falls 
Bar Association on the ‘influence 
of the Talmud on Common Law’.” 


Rabbi Sehorr’s presentation was 
so well received, continues Mr. 
Jaffe, that ‘‘a number of the 
non-Jewish attorneys and one of 





the judges who were present pre- 
vailed upon the Rabbi to continue 
this lecture-discussion on Jewish 
law in the form of a study group” 
which would meet regularly. 
Completely Voluntary 
Says Jaffe: “This was a com- 
pletely voluntary gesture on the 
part of the Christian members of 
the Bar Association, who had ex- 
pressed a desire to join with their 
Jewish colleagues in what prom- 
ised to be an exciting and fruitful 
course of study. I feel certain this 
type of venture would undoubtedly 
meet with enthusiastic approval! 
in other communities if a sincere 
effort were made.”’ 


The sessions accomplish two 
things, Mr. Jaffe feels. For one, 
the participants regardless of faith, 
gain greater “understanding of and 
appreciation for Jewish ethics.. 
and the tremendous indebtedness 
of common law practices to the 
principles of Talmudic jurispru- 
dence.”’

“Nothing Else 
Terrorizes San 


SAN FRANCISCO (P-O0) — Po- 
lice finally caught uy with a gang 
of youths whe confessed to terror- 
izing a Jewish family over the past 
15 months, 

Nine boys were indicted by a 
grand jury after police finally 
rounded them up for their anti- 
Semitic, anonymous campaign 
against Frank Bowman, a furni- 
ture dealer, and his wife. 

“It was a nightmare”’ says Bow- 
man of the lewd, anonymous tele- 
phone calls. Some calls praised 
Eichmann and Hitler. The Bow- 
mans’ doorbell was rung at all 
hours by cab drivers and delivery- 
men with pizzas, chickens, chop 
suey and other items from home 
delivery firms who had been told 
— again by the anonymous phone 
callers — that the Bowmans were 
ordering the items. 

So terrified did the Bowmans be- 
come that they took to barricad- 
ing their doors at night,

through their windows. They were 
shot at. Finally, their car was set 
afire. 

Burning the car brought arson 
detectives into the case. They lis- 
tened in at the phone, traced one 
of the calls to two of the boys, 
then rounded up the others — who 
are charged with arson as well 
as the lewd phone calls, malicious 
mischief and disturbing the peace. 

The boys were all aged 16 to 
21. All, said police, are “from good 
families ’’ None, police claimed, 
were ‘‘thugs or hoodlums.” 

Two of the boys turned out to 
be sons of policemen. One’s fath- 
er is a fire department officer. 

Why did they do it? “For the 
obvious reason,’ said one. ‘‘We 
had nothing else to do.” 

And what did it mean to the 
Bowmans? “‘During the 15 months 
I lost 20 to 25 pounds,’’ says Mr. 
Bowman. “We lost 15 months of 
our lives.”’

lism,’’ Mr. Bowman adds, ‘‘the in- 
surance company cancelled our 
auto insurance. They threatened to 
cancel the fire and theft insurance 
on our house. 

Part of the irony for Mr. Bow- 
man is that he escaped Hitler by 
leaving his native Austria in 1929. 
Part of his motivation in barricad- 
ing his doors with steel and tim- 
bers was the phone call which de- 
clared: ‘If Eichmann dies, you 
die.”’ 

As for the youthful perpetrators, 
to them it all started ‘‘as a joke.”

The trouble with having Eich- 
mann re-tried in West Germany 
is that it would be a short trial 
and all he’d get is five to ten 
years in prison, That, at any rate, 
should be left to the end. 

Poland, like Israel, can easily 
get a tribunal of judges who were 
born in what, at their birth, was 
Germany, and can even more eas- 
ily get a Prosecuting Attorney who, 
like Hausner, was born in Galicia. 
That will give the trial continuity. 

If I had the old-fashioned belief 
in the hereafter, I would not worry 
about Eichmann’s fate after he 
has been hanged. But, being the 
child of my skeptical, unbelieving 
age, I want to make sure that, 
if Eichmann does not roast in hell, 
he should at least squirm in a 
glass cage for as long as possible. 

That is why I want the Poles 
to kidnap him from the Israelis.
